in Orchards 


A wave of heat, that by ref- 


erence to the records of past 
years, is of the usual type at 
this time of year, has driven all 
but those with urgent business 
off the burning streets, and sent 
all fortunate ones to the beaches 
and mountains this week. 


While the valley has had higher 


temperatures on numerous occasions, 
the heat of Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday was especially felt by 
the workers in the orchards, where 
the sun's rays sent thermometers 
soaring above the hundred mark. 
Under awnings and inside of stores 
the glass ranged around ninety-six 
yesterday, which was declared to be 
hotter than previous days, while 
Floyd D. Young, U. S. weather fore- 
caster at Pomona, predicted that to- 
day (Friday) would be four degrees 
hotter, or an even hundred in the 
protected places.- The direct sun's 
attack in the orchards may send the 
glass to one hundted and ten or 
higher. 


San Bernardino city continued to 


hold the record in the east end oi 
southern California with 106 degrees 
in the stores, and with temperatures 
as high as 120 in the desert places 
It was 103 for five hours in San Fer- 
nando yesterday. 


The heat has been accompanied by 


hot nights with a higher amount o 
humidity. Reports from mountain 


ho 
camps, ujv 
is aboveTne eight thou- 


sand foot level, have been hot this 
week. 


Although considerable discomfor 


is always, in evidence in southern 
California heat-waves, the reports o 
illness from this source were alrr.os 
negligible. From eastern and mid 
western points dispatches continue^ 
to tell of many death and thousand 
prostrations during one of the sev- 
erest heat-waves and droughts ir 
the history of the country. Tempera 
tures of 110, and many of 105, in 
many parts of the midwest were ac 
companied by humidity. 


Although physicians were incline 


to minimize reports, there had beer 
1084 deaths in the midwest attribu 
table to the heat since the presen 
hot wave began. A large portion of 
these were aged and infirm. At the 
coroner's office in Chicago, ninety- 
six deaths were reported yesterday, 
the largest in the city's history.

A friend of ours made a trip north last week 


by automobile, returning Monday. When he 
started out we asked him to make inquiries 
of business conditions. He gave us the opin- 
ion of seventeen service station men that gaso- 
line and oil are being used to about twenty- 
five per cent greater volume than a few 
months ago.

One of the remarkable pick-ups in Cali- 


It is not a cri- 
terion of returning prosperity, actually, but a 
turning point in replacement after four years 
of getting along with the old car. 


In northern California there was a better 


feeling than for several years, our friend said, 
in spite of the strikes. There is less unem- 
ployment in the north than in the south, for 
the reason that southern California was built 
on a building expansion boom, and thousands 
are out of work here because of the paralysis 
in the building trades. Jobless white collar 
workers are not as numerous in the north, 
for the reason that the expansion and defla- 
tion in employment was never as acute as in 
the south of the state.

Code Operations— 


A series of conferences in Detroit of execu- 


tives of automobile plants for the purpose of 
discussing die results of code operation 
brought out a unanimity of opinion on the 
subject of the collective-bargaining clause of 
the code. Officials of the companies declared 
"there have been entirely unexpected ben- 
fits" from the employee-representation feature 
which practically all automobile plants now 
have. Some who, when work on the promul- 
gation of the code started last year, were not 
in sympathy with any phase of the labor pro- 
visions except those relating to maximum 
hours and the minimum wage "for the period 
of emergency" asserted after the Detroit con- 
ferences that "the new understanding be- 
tween employers and employees has brought 
about distinct advantages in the form of im- 
proved products that outweigh the increased 
labor costs." 


Referring to "the closer understanding that 


has developed between the worker and the 
management in recent months," one promin- 
ent company official said: 


"In the old days a complaint would be 


lodged with a foreman and he might or might 
not pass it along. Sometimes when he did the 
superintendent failed to forward it or add his 
recommendation. Injustices were not corect- 
ed because the management knew nothing 
about them. Under the new system required 
the mandatory direct contacts have opened 
our eyes to the possibilities for maintaining 
uninterrupted good relations that are reflect- 
ed in better public service. We are not only 
improving our morale but our efficiency as 
well." 


Other officials said they "were first impress- 


ed with the fact that most of the protests con- 
cern subjects that are easily adjusted" and 
that "disputes or complaints as to wages or 
hours have not played the important part we 
anticipated at all." On the other hand, the 
executives revealed that there were no "de- 
mands" but simply "minor requests" and 
"really helpful suggestions." Those, they said, 
ranged from changes in types of workers' 
gloves and modification of a department 
whistle to serving of coffee with early morn- 
ing lunch and a better method of cleaning 
lamp shades, "with," as one official declared, 
"practically nothing that could not be granted 
immediately and willingly." 


Solving the Compensation 
Problem— 


A plan for determining workmen's compen- 


sation insurance premium rates, which may 
obviate controversy among employers, insur- 
ance companies and state authorities, has just 
been approved by the New York state super- 
intendent of insurance, and will be proposed, 
it is expected, in numerous other states with- 
in the year. 


If it is accepted and successfully admin- 


istered, the plan should do much to solve 
serious problems. America's outstanding ad- 
venture in social insurance has been full of 
struggle. Employers have chafed at increasing- 
ly high rates. Workmen have fought for more 
liberal treatment. State compensation admin- 
istrators have been under heavy pressure, 
both from labor and the general public, to 
construe doubtful points in favor of the in- 
jured workman or his dependents. Courts and 
juries have become more liberal, often award- 
ing settlements on bases not only outside the 
scope of the compensation act itself, but ad- 
mittedly, even beyond the intentions of the 
legislators who drafted it. The upshot has 
been a constantly rising cost of claims which 
has left insurance companies with no other al- 
ternative but to urge state supervising offi- 
cials to authorize higher rates. Since 1921, 
casualty insurance companies entered in New 
York state, where most of them operate, have 
suffered national underwriting losses of near- 
ly §160,000,000 on their compensation busi- 
ness, according to the National Bureau of Cas- 
ualty and Surety Underwriters. 


There are many avenues in the proposed 


plan by which the compensation insurance 
business may be improved. Chief among these 
is the elimination of controversy over the 
rate level on which premiums for various 
classifications of compensation insurance are 
developed. This has been done by framing in 
the plan itself a formula which fixes a specific 
method for determining such levels. If this 
formula is followed consistently from year to 
year it will provide adequate and reasonable 
premium rates and automatically raise or 
lower the level as experience indicates. In 
addition, a new combination of policy year 
and calendar year statistics will enable rate 
makers to base iheir Findings on the latest and 
most significant data available. In short, tliu 
proposed plan will remove all elements of 
guesswork and prophecy and should create a 
feeling of confidence and stability in tha minds 
of those engaged in compensation dealings. 


If the new plan succeeds, workmen will be 


assured of proper protection, employers will 
be satisfied they are paying fair and reason- 
able charges, and insurance companies will be 
assured that money collected in premiums 
will be sufficient to pay just claims.

Proper classification 
for welfare relief, he maintains, is 
necessary for base relief measures 
on work rather than contributions 
that more or less represent a dole. 


He proposes sp.ne sensible expen- 


ditures of flood control funds—on a 
basis of district needs guided by a 
critical engineering survey to insure 
proper and economical distribution 
of such funds. 


He stands for an economy that 


guarantees a dollar's worth of value 
for every dollar of county money ex- 
pended.

Houser Urges 


Rigid Inquiry 
of Arms Makers 


That guns and ammunition are 


manufactured by private concerns in 
many countries, and often used to 
kill their own countrymen, was 
pointed out by Frederick F. Houser, 
candidate for congress in the twelfth 
district, in a speech this week before 
the Alhambra Soroptimist club. 


Recent investigations in congress, 


and which are still in progress, re- 
veal that armament makers are "men 
without a country," insofar as they 
take profits wherever they find them, 
regardless of the proven fact that 
the engines of death they manufac- 
ture may later be turned upon their 
own people, he said. 


It has not been proven as yet that 


American manufacturers of war ma- 
terial are guilty of a political alli- 
ance such as has been uncovered on 
the continent in connection with the 
Vickers, Krupps, Schneiders or de 
Wendells, where it was learned that 
English-made guns killed English- 
men during the war; that French- 
men were killed with arms and am- 
munition that had been fabricated 
on their own soil; that secret agree- 
ments between hostile nations pre- 
vented the bombing of ammunition 
dumps. 


"Until such time as we can abolish 


war, there should be rigid control 
and governmental direction of the 
making of war material," the candi- 
date said. "The proper solution is 
probably the complete prohibition 
of the manufacture of death-dealing 
material by private concerns. The 
United States government may even- 
tually take over the entire manu- 
facture of such material, as well as 
controlling its distribution to other 
countries. Of course it follows thai 
we should prevent the owning o) 
stock or participation in the business 
by any public official of this coun- 
try," he said.

Heavy Avocado Set 


Demands Thinning 


Because of the excessive amount 


of fruit on most of the Fuerte avoca- 
do trees for the 1934-35 crop, it is 
going to be necessary in many cases, 
according to M. B. Rounds, repre- 
senting the University of California 
in Los Angeles county, to limit the 
amount of fruit that the tree ma- 
tures. If this is not done the trees 
may suffer from both breakdown and 
over-prgduction, and the trees will 
fail to bear a crop for at least two 
years and perhaps longer. 


This thinning, however, will have 


to be done immediately if results 
are to be obtained. The presence of 
an excesive amount of fruit on the 
tree gives the grower an opportun- 
ity to do some pruning without a 
financial loss, provided the tree is in 
need of pruning. Pruning in itself, 
however, should not be done for the 
purpose of thinning the crop and 
does not accomplish that purpose 
without affecting growth and pro- 
duction.
